Fort JefFerson, Off Florida, 
Has Glamorous History. 

Wnshington, — Fort J(!fTerH(;n, n» 
abandoned fortress on one of tho tiny 
Dry Tortugaa Isles nfT Florida, recent- 
ly turned over by the United HKitea 
navy to tlie Nathmal Park sorvko, has 
n history tlmt Is "at onre glamonuiH, 
tragic, nnd futile,*' says tJie .Satloniil 
fleograplile society. 

•"rhe Dry Turtugua lie some sixty 
miles to the west of Key West, like an 
afterthought to the nmin Florida 
Keys," contlnuea the bulletin. *'Tbeso 
iHohilcd Isles are nothing more than 
neven low burs of wind-swept shell 
iind coral sand, sparaoly eavered with 
Hiiiiill bay cedars and palms, rnclrcled 
by Uungerous reefs, and unlnliabKod— 
Hxetrpt for a few fallhful lighthouse 
kcL'pum, und ' thousands upnii thou- 
Hiuids of nesting sooty and noddy 
terns. 

••Tlie fully buHtloiied brick nnd stone 
wnlla of Fort JefTerKon, on Garden 
Key, once earned for It the nickname 
•iJibrnltar of Anierlcn.* r*ong obsolete 
as a means of defense, the hoary 
bU'onghuld nnw has become a nation- 
al monument by Presidential order. 

Futile rvillltary History. 
"Despite Its rebounding nicknnnic. 
however, the dlamnntled and decaying 
Fort Je/Tersun has played a futile part 
In mlUtnry history, nulll In 1840. It 
was snppo.sed to gimrd the ship laneB 
between Cuba nnd Florida, htit even 
before It was completed the vast 
citadel was agreed to be a inllltur}' 
mistake. It was garrisoned, however, 
early during the Civil war and held by 
federal forces throughont the conlllct, 
serving as a prison after 1SC3. 

"No enemy gun ever poured shot 
and shell Into Its barnicks. A Con- 
federare g:unhont sailed cautiously with- 
in range In 1801, but It was frightened 
away when the commander of the fort 
trained upon the warship his full com- 
plement of guns— scarcely a dozen of 
which were loadetll 

"Although It never figured tn n mili- 
tary action, the grim old stronghold 
Is no stranger to horror ^nddenth. 
Within Its moated walls yellow fever 
suddenly appeared In August, 1807. 

"All otllccrs. Including the surgeon, 
died, nnd for a time direction of med- 
ical affairs rested with a prisoner. 
This wns the unfortunate Dr. Samuel 
A. }iUuh\, who had been Imprisoned nt 
Ihe Island fort becaiise, when awak- 
ened In the dead of night at his Mary- 
land home below Washington, he had 
set the broken leg of a stranger who 
turned out to be John Wllkca Booth, 
assassin of I'realdent Lincoln. Doctor 
Mudd courageously tended the sick 
nnd dying until he, too, wns taken 111. 
He recovered, nnd. because of his 
heroic efforts, was granted a full par- 
don. ■■ 

Used In War With Spain. m 
"Fort Jefferson waa finally aban- 
doned In 1873, although It was tem- 
porarily reoccupled by American 
troops during the Spanish-American 
war. Since IIMM) It has been a ward 
of the Navy department As a natlon- 
nl monument It will he open to vis- 
itors. Already a force of relief work- 
era has cleaned up part of the court- 
yard and la Installing quarters for 
those who come by boat or plane and 
wish to ronmin overnight Fort Jef- 
ferson Is one of the least-known bits 
of American domain, tjecatise under 
navy rule It was closed to all visitors, 
and not even alndanes were permitted 
to fly over It. 

••The Dry Tortugaa possess a great 
manv attnictlona for fishermen and 
nntu'rnllals. ' .More than fiOO variftlea 
of fish abound In the clear waters off 
Its enveloping reefs, and Bird Key has 
long been n national bird nnd turtle 

refuge. 

■"I"he Dry Tortugaa owe the last part 
of their name to Fonce de I.eon, who 
discovered the Islands In June. IMS, 
Tortugn Ih Spanish for turtle. The fa- 
mous explorer captured 170 of the rep- 
tiles there to replenish the larder of 
his, ship. In ir>05 that sturdy Kllwi- 
hethan. Capt J. Hawkins, homeward 
hound from a profitable voyage In for- 
bidden Simnish waters, visited the Is- 
innds. He leaded his pinnace with birds 
of speclea that still breed there by thou- 
sands, took the flesh nnd eggs of great 
sea turtles, nnd set down In his log 
notes. that read like a page from Rob- 
Inson Crusoe."

FALSE TEETH 

THE experience of wearing "store 
teeth" (■ r the first time is one tlat 
cannot be dismissed jocularly. 

Talking and chewing with a plate 
in one*s mouth calls for practice, pa- 
tience and forbearance. 

Many patients find that sleeping with 
the denture for the first few nights 
helps them to become accustomed to it 
But, above all, unless undue pressure 
of edge* causes pain, the dcnttire 
should be constantly worn. The prin-. 
ciple of learning by doing certainly 
applies to the wearing of dental 
plates. 

Most plates require adjustment 
while tlicy arc settling to their proper 
p-'silion in the mouth— of course the 
dentist sfiould be consulted for this 
purpose. 

If one notices tliat such habits have 
been found as playing with the den- 
ti i' with the tongue or displacing it 
with lips or tongue they should dis- 
continue them as soon as possible. 

Above all, it ilwuld be kept in mind 
that the plate is an artificial substitutt 
and tlut the mouth must be taught to 
tolerate it— a process that takes time 
and patience.

STATUTES 

If you look carotully at the word 
•'statute" you will seo that it Is 
spoiled differently from the word In* 
dlcatiuK a pretty figure or the work 
of on artist or sculptor, ^h. general 
referenco to laws Is somewhat indefl* 
nlto and, over a long period ot cus- 
tom and usage, certain and speclllc 
laws which have been created have 
been referred to as statutes. ^Vhen 
a lawyer tolls you that ho will look 
up tho low, he usually refers to tho 
Illinois Statutes or Federal Statutes. 

Tho laws ot Illinois have grown 
from a niodoflt little volume to an 
enormous book over six Inches in 
thickness. All of the State Iowa are 
adopted or passed by the State Legls 



tutlonal, ond therefore It Is a very 
unwise thing for one to regard laws 
as final without checking the rulings 
of tho Courts of Appeal, to determine 
that they are still In effect. 

•Many publishers of law books have 
tried to keep tho practicing lawyer 
posted by publishing "Annotated 
Statutes," by printing the ordinary 
statute, and Immediately thereunder 
apt>endtng the various docisions of 
the Supreme Court, so that the law- 
yer or Judge may have before him 
■both tho law as passed and the opin- 
ions of the Courts of last resort on 
the effect of such laws. There are 
also additional volumes published 
which are known as Digests, whtcb 
contain short descriptions ot Supreme

eventually are printed In the atatute i printed In ten to fifteen large vol- 



books. Laws affecting the entire 
country ore adopted and passed at 
Washington. D. C. Laws which are 
passed by cities and villages are 
called ordlnancea. 

In looking over a statute book, the 
average i)er8on who Is not a lawyer 
may be decidedly mislead by ^llov- 
Ing that tho law which he reads is 
as It appears.
